The most eccentric character in all the 
vicinity of Clyde, N. Y.. is Floyd Slck- 
mond, or "Curly," as he Is called, a ro- 
bust man of paat 60 years, whose boaat 
is that he has not seen a sick day "in 
well-nlgh onto (>0 years." The year 
'round he travels about in his shirt 
sleeves and without a hat. For many 
years he also went barefooted, but of 
late, on account of advancing age, he has 
taken to wearing shoea during extreme* 
ly cold weather. 

"Curly" is an eniploye of the Clyde 
hotel, and in ^ero weather, while others 
are wrapped in furs, he may be seen 
driving through the atre^ts witbout| 
gloves, hat, of coat, apparently unmind- 
ful of the cold. He asserts that his 
mode of living Is conducive to health 
and longevity. Hecomesof a frail family, 
but thwarted fate, he declares, by adopt- 
ing a mode of dress as nearly alKiriginal 
as the law wpuld allow. .

He Held Officers at Bay Until HI* Am- 
munition Was Nearly Exhauated 
and Than Rlew Out HIa Braina 
WKh A ahatguR. 

St. Clalr\ine, 0., March 2.— Pacing 
the certainty of bis third term In state 
prison, Scott Neal, of Martins Ferry, 
charged with attemptint to kll} his 
wife, tried to shoot bis way to liberty 
Tuesday night and was responsible for 
a bloody tragedy in the St. ClaJrville 
Jail corridor. Neal had secured pos- 
session of a revolver, and told James 
Sutton, a Bellaire prisonar awaltlna 
trial for two uysterloas ffiurdert, of 
his intention. Sutton dropped a note 
from the window warning the Jailer. 
Clyde Bulger, the jailer, entered the 
corridor to lock up the prisoners for 
the night and was accompaaiad by 
Sheriff Majors and two depntlea. Neal 
realized that ho had been betrayed 
and shot Sutton through the temple, 
killitii,' him instantly. He then pointed 
his revolver at the jailer, demanding 
that he unlock the doors. Bulger 
grappled with him and with Neal's 
gun resting against his temple^ whip- 
ped out his own revolver and shot 
Neal through the heart 

ElUins, W. Va., March 2 — .Jealousy 
and whisky were the causes of a dou- 
ble tragedy here Tuesday. Louis 
Toureville, who resides within the city 
limits, is dead, as Is also the infant 
child of John Meyer, and Mrs. Toure- 
vlll( and .Mrs. M»yer ar<.,> seriously In- 
jured. 

About 5 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
Toureville went to his home aad be- 
gan berating his wife and threatening 

to shoot ber. GRie took refuge on the 

roof of the house, but bfing discovered 
by Toureville, the woman Jumped to 
the ground and started for the woods, 
Toureville shooting at her as she ran. 
When opposite the home of John Mey- 
ar, Toorevllle encountered Mrs. Meyer 
#tth her Infant child in her arms. His 
anger then turned to her and, accusing 
her of his trouble, he raised the pistol 
and fired. The ball struck the child 
in the neck, ploughed clear through it 
and wounded its mother in the cheek. 
Officers Simons and Kochenderfer im- 
mediately started to place Toureville 
under arrest, but he held thorn at bay 
until his ammunition was exhausted, 
when he fled into bis own home and 
blew his brains out with a shotgun. At 
this Ume Mrs. Tourevllls Is sUll in 
the woods and the extent of her injur- 
ies can not be learned. Mrs. Meyer's 
injuries will not necessarily prove fa- 
tal, although she has suffered severely 
from the shock.

Resolution to Investigats Expedlturae 
of Oammlealanar af Asrieultura. 

Frankfort, March 2. — Senate — In the 
senate Tuesday Senator Cammack rtt- 
fered a resolution stating that the re- 
port of the state commlsaloner of agri- 
culture showed there had been a reck- 
less expenditure of tha money set 
apart for that office in the years 1902 
and 1908, and providing for a commit- 
tee to investigate the expend ltur«s. 
The resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed. Bills passed: The house bill car- 
rying oat the provisions of the amend- 
ment to ttae constitution voted last 
fall as to license taxation in first < laas 
cities; the house bill regulating the 
sale of fertilizers; the house bill to 
correct an error in the statute relating 
to licenses to hotels that operate bath- 
rooms. Senator Spanca introduced a 
bill providing for a pension fund for 
crippled, dl8able<l or retiVMI POUcamen 
in second-class cities.
